The reasons for allowance of the claims is that none of the prior art of record disclose or 
suggest (A) a method for monitoring eukaryotic cell integrity under test conditions that 
are suspected of causing cell lysis comprising the steps of (i) subjecting a cell culture to 
the test conditions, (ii) adding adenosine diphosphate (ADP) to the cell culture under the 
test conditions that allow conversion of ADP to ATP by cellular adenylate kinase, (iii) 
detecting ATP in the cell culture and relating the presence to adenylate kinase and thus 
the eukaryotic cell integrity; (B) a method for monitoring the condition of eukaryotic cells 
in a cell culture under a test condition comprising (i) culturing a cell culture under test 
conditions, (ii) lysing cells in a cell culture, (iii) adding adenosine diphosphate (ADP) to 
the cell culture under the test conditions that allow conversion of ADP to ATP by cellular 
adenylate kinase, and (iv) detecting ATP in the cell culture and relating the ATP present 
to the condition of one or more cells; nor ( C) a test kit for performing the methods as 
claimed in the present invention.
